Mr. Cantrill has repeatedly said: 
“LeBus last year went over the State 
introducing Judge O’Rear as your next 
Governor,” and he reiterated this 
statement in his speech at Georgetown 
Monday, June 20. 

1 was present at but three meetings | 
last year when Judge O’Rear was pres- 
ent. I never introduced him at any 
time, anywhete and never at any time 
or in any place referred to him as ‘‘the 
next Governor of Kentucky.” 

My interest in this Congressional j 
race is purely a business interest. I j 
believe Mr. Cantrill's nomination will j 
delay tne sale of the pooled tobacco 
and lower the price and greatly injure, 
if not destroy, a 1910 pool. 

I am hghiing simply and solely to 
protect the 120,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco in the pool and the stock in 
the Burley Tobacco Company. I would 
not be true to the owners of this prop- 
erty, whom as President of the Burley 
Tobacco Society I represent, if 1 did 
not do my best to prevent its value 
being destroyed. 

Mr. Cantrill claims to believe that I 
am seeking to turn the Burley To- 
bacco Society over to the Republican 
party, and yet he says he would sup- 
port the organization if contrary to 
their own experience and the advice of 
their attorneys, the District Board 
would insert a 75 per cent, clause in 
the pledge. Any thinking men can see 
the inconsistency in Mr. Cantrill’s 
proposition. 

And any thinking man can see that 
a contract with a conditional {clause 
is a very poor thing to stand the test 
of the courts. 

I do not want a 1910 pool that has 
not the cordial support and endorse- 
ment of the majority of the tobacco 
growers and seeking to arrive at the 
will of the majority without vitiating 
the contract by inserting a per cent, 
clause, I offered the following motion 
at the June meeting of the District 
Board. 

‘‘We will priur to October 1, or we 
will recommend that our successors 
take such action on or before Novem- 
ber 1, submit tc the poolers of the 
1910 crop all information in our posses 
Sion as to the number of acres ot Bur-
